- The County Council at its last session ap- 
pointed Messrs. Aylaworth, Parker and Ver- 
milyea a committee to inspect the bridge over 
Deer Creek in this village, at Rollins’ mill, 
it having been decided that a new bridge was 
necessary. The Council agreed to build only 
an 18 feet bridge, but Mr. Aylsworth, in the 
interest ot the village,contended that a bridge 
at least 30 feet wide was absolutely necessary 
at that particular point, and hence the com- 
mittee of inapection was appointed Mr.

The Course of the Gulf Stream 
Current. 


Paul Bert read a paper at\the last meet- 
ing of the French Academy of sclences on 
the experiments lately set on fodt by the 
Hera@iftary Prince of .Monaco, who was 
himself present at the meeting, with the 
object of determiving the course of the our- 
rent of the Gulf Stream, The received be- 
lief is that after passing the Azores it flows 
ina northeasterly direction, washing the 
shores of the northérn countriés of Europe ; 
but this theory his never been scientifically 
verified. - 

The Prince took several hundred floats to 
the Azores last summer. and, sailing in a 
northerly direction, he dropped them one by 
one into the ocean, allowing an interval of a 
mile ortwo between them, In the interior 
of each is a paper giving the latitude and 
longitude of the spot where it was dropped ; 
end marinere have been requested through 
the usual channels to note the time aud 
place of their picking up any of them they 
may happen to fallin with. Ifa suffisient 
number of these observations can be collect- 
ed a much aseded light will, it is hoped, be 
thrown on the direction and velocity of the 
Gulf Stream, 

So far only three of the floats have been 
recovered from the ocean, under circumstan- 
ces, it must be added, which seem to make 

the received theory. Instead of be- 
ing found at a point northward of that 
where they were deposited, they had float 
ed considerably south of it, and were cast 
ashore on the Eastern Azores, :

They got eight townships, or 
fractions of townships, and they paid the firat 
instalment of the money, which, if 1 mistake 
not, was $20,000. At the time the Prince 
Albert company got these landsthe townships 
were not surveyed ; the earliest survey took 
place in March and the Intest in September, 
1883, and when the surveys were made there 
was nota single settler on the land. In 
May, 1883, the company applied for a change 
in one of the townships, namely township 43 
range 27, west of the second meridian, for 
south part of township 45, range 27. The 
survey of this latter took place in July, 1883, 
and of the four settlers found upon it at that 
time there was only one French—if we are to 
judge by namea—a man vamed Boucher, the 
other three being English. When Mr.

were twenty-seven settlers upon the township. 


‘| These persons had gone in’ after she survey

the ranching company, so careful is the 
Government that the settlers claima shall 
(Cheers.] Let 
me read you the clause in the Prince Albert 
company's agreement bearing+on this : 

“ Should any portion or portions of the lands form- 


ent besnow occupied b. 
one may have settled ae, 
claiming threggh them all 


tshall thereupon cease and 
with respect thereto.” 

There was not a single settler disturbed by 
the Colonization company, for the reason that 
settlers’ claims were thus absolutely and in 
express terms protected. But,gentlemen,the 
joke of the whole matter isin the fact that 
while the order-in-council was trans- 
ferring this special south part of a township 
to the Colonization company, the transfer 
never took place at afl, and the company 
neyer took ion of the land. [Laughter.] 
That, gentlemen is the truth about the Prince 
Albert Colonizatign company. [Applause.] 
T have shown you so far as the surveys were 
concerned, that the surveyors complied with 
the wishes of the half-breeds in every way, 
and | have shown that the commission was 
iawacd before the out break of the rebellion,and 
I have shown that, more liberal than was 
recommended hy prominent authoritiesio the 
Northwest auch ax Archbishop Tache and the 
Northwest council, the Government offered 
the half-breeds the land without any question 
of settlement duty whatever aud with absol- 
ute title from the first. The enormous pro- 
portion who took serij and afterwards sold it 
showed how little they regarded the grier- 
ances that we are told caused them to rebel.

How Vanderbilt's Fortune Would Look 
Converted Into Silver Dollars or 
One-Dollar Bills. 


‘ New York Times: Mr. Vanderbilt died 
“worth $200,000,000 {now supposed to be 
nearer three than two hundred). If we say 
that he waa worth $500,000,000 or $1,000,- 
000,000 we get a perceptibly different im- 
pression about the bulk of his fortune Most 
people do not. To the average mind the con- 
veption of enormous wealth is much the same 
whether it is reckoned in hundreds of mill- 
ions or vigintillions. The human mind can 
not grasp these great sums or clearly—appre- 
ciate the difference between $100,000,000 and 
$200,000,000. Let us try and describe Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s great fortune ir terms of linear, 
square and cubic meazurement und of weight. 
Everybody understans these terms, and they 
make a definate impression on men’s minds. 
Tf this sum of $200,000,000 were in standard 
silver dollars it would present such features 
as this : 

Put lengthwise dollar after dollar, it would 
stretch a distance of 4,672 miles, making a 
silver streak from New York across tle-ocean 
to Liverpool. _ 

Piled up dollar on dollar it would reach a 
height of 355 miles. 

Laid flat on the ground the dollars would 
cover a space of nearly sixty acrea, 

The weight of this mass of silver would be 
7,160 tons. 

To transport it wonld require 358 cars, 
earrying twenty tons each (this is the capacity 
of the strongest freight cars), and making a 
train just two and a half miles long. 

On ordinary grades it would require twelve 
locomotives to haul this train. On roads of 
ateep grades and sharp curves fifteen or twenty 
locomotives would be needed, 

In $1.00 bills this $200,000,000 fortune 
would assume such shapes as this : 

The bills stretched lengthwise would reach 
23,674 miles, or nearly the circamferance of 
the earth at the equator. 

Piled up one on another as closely #s leaves 
in a new book they would reach a height of 
twelve miles. 

Spread ont on the ground they would cover 
746 acres, or nearly the whole surface of 
Central Park, including ponds and reservoirs. 

A safe-deposit vault to contain these bills 
would require tu be twenty-three fect long, 
twenty-two feet wide and twenty feet high.

Sin, —“ When a person is so supremely 
ignorant tiat he don’t know anything,’’ he 
should come to vou for information . and 
none need not come in vain. |Your wonder- 
ful sagacity enables vou to understand that 
when @ government is accused of corruption 
and incapacity, the proper way to investigate 
the matter ia to ask some member of the 
accused government if the charges are true, 
and accept hix statement ne a final and corm. 
plete answer. Such a system if it were gen. 
erally adopted would simplify matters con- 
siderably, and no government would ever be 
convicted of any ctime whatever. In thie 
age of skepticism and incredulity it is pleas- 
ing to observe the simple child-like confidence 
with which you receive the statement of the 
Hon. Mr, White and stigmatize as ‘“‘su- 
premely ignorant’ all who hold a different 
opinion. It is evident that Mr. White is in 
a position to know something about the 
matter, and it is also evident that he mast 
be perfectly honest or he could not remain 
in the same Cabinet with Sir John A. Mac- 
donald ; bnt it would not be safe to assume 
that he has all the knowledge and all the 
henesty of the Dominion, aud that no one 
else has ny at all. This same Mr. White 
was at one time chief editor of the Montreal 
Gaztte ; and once when a false statement ap- 
peared in that paper, he stated by. way of 
apology that ‘ party exigencies sonietimnes 
necassary.’"
